Mayor of the City of Boston : 

Sir, — The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in its care, for 
the year ending January 31, 1905: 

Under the orders for laying out, widening, and extending 
streets, passed by the. Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 37,634 square feet was taken for street purposes. 
Streets having a total length of 3,311 feet were made 
public ways. Under authority of the acts of the Legislature, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the benefit 
derived by it from the laying out and construction of streets, 
there has been assessed upon twenty-five streets a total of 
$127,703.88 and upon five public alleys a total of $8,134.36. 
For benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$165,423.36 have been made. The total of benefits assessed 
for streets, public alleys and sewerage works during the year 
is the sum of $301,261.60. 

The Board has issued twelve orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, relocate, extend, and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets calling for public hearings. It has con- 
sidered ten petitions for street improvements. In the settle- 
ment of damages for takings of land, etc., for various changes 
in the city's streets, 82 cases have been acted upon. Claims 
for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered have been 
settled to the number of twenty-four. Under authority of 
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the act empowering the Board to apportion assessments on 
parts of a divided lot, sixty-five assessments have been 
apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for and 
order the construction of sewerage works, orders have been 
passed for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or watercourses, and surface drainage has been sup- 
plied for territories needing it, as follows : 

East Boston — taking in private land from Bennington 
street, opposite Blackinton street. Dorchester — Stony 
brook, from Morton street to Blue Hill avenue, and from 
Blue Hill avenue to Callender street at Don street ; surface 
drainage between Geneva avenue and Wilder street. West 
Roxbury — - surface drainage from Ashland street to Gilman 
street; Neponset avenue branch of Stony brook in 
Hammatt road and Hadwinway, and land between said 
ways ; Roslindale branch of Stony brook, small taking in 
private land off Sycamore street. 

Takings have been made for and sewers ordered built in 
the following private ways : Lovering place, from Washing- 
ton street to Harrison avenue. South Boston — Kemp street, 
from Columbia road to Washington avenue. Roxbury — 
Darling street, Iroquois street and Wyoming street, from 
Humboldt avenue to Wabeno street. East Boston — Frank- 
fort street, from the Parkway to Prescott street, and from 
the Parkway to Swift street; Marion street, from Bremen 
street to Orleans street ; Prescott street, from Bremen street 
to Frankfort street, and from Frankfort street to Cleveland 
street. Dorchester — Beaumont street for 700 feet north- 
easterly from Carruth street; Clapp place, from Roseclair 
street; Englewood street, from Hillside street to Parkview 
street; Field's court, fro.m Willow court; Hillsdale street, 
from Adams street to beyond Richview street, and for about 
800 feet from Codman street ; Richview street, from Hillsdale 
street to Parkview street. Brighton — Allston place ; Cum- 
mings road, near Commonwealth avenue; Parkman street, 
from Brooks street ; Stratton street, from Bigelow street to 
near Atkins street. West Roxbury — Abbott street, from 
Willow street ; Addington road, from Weld street to Dunbar 
street; Dunbar street, at Westover street, and from Westover 
street to Walker street ; Montello street, from Colberg avenue 
to Belgrade avenue; Mozart street for 180 feet northeast 
from Walter street and Rowe street. 

An additional easement for sewerage purposes was pur- 
chased through private land on Shepard street, Brighton.

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Surveying Division. 



The working force of the Surveying Division of the de- 
partment remained practically the same as in the previous 
year. 

The season, however, was an exceptionally short one, the 
tardy opening of spring and the early approach of fall, with 
the appearance of snow obliterating marks and points along 
the work necessary for a satisfactoy continuance of the same, 
materially shortened the period for out-of-door work. In 
spite of these adverse conditions the normal amount of work 
was done. The field of operations was a divided one, our 
forces being so disposed that as many parts of the city's out- 
lying territory as possible might receive attention. 

The territory which was considered, and for which plans 
showing treatment were filed, aggregates about 28,000,000 
square feet of land, or 640 acres, which is an area equal to 
about that of the combined areas of the Back Bay Fens and 
Franklin Park. This was divided into groups. The largest, 
consisting of about 375 acres, was of a territory lying in" 
Brighton, which was also sub-divided, one section lying on 
either side of Western avenue, bounded northerly by the 
Charles, river, southerly by Hichborn street, and from 
Everett street westerly to Market street ; a second section 
consists of the territory between North Harvard street and 
Western avenue and part of the area lying between Western 
avenue and Cambridge street, both portions extending north- 
erly to the Charles River Reservation. Another small section, 
at Brighton village, near the junction of Market street and 
Washington street, was subjected to treatment. 

Dorchester is represented by a territory which is bounded 
northerly by Seaver street, east by the Midland Division of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, south by 
Talbot avenue, and west by Franklin Park. 

The results of the work in West Roxbury during the year 
are shown upon the plans filed of a territory whose northerly 
limit rests upon Walk Hill street opposite Forest Hills 
Cemetery, and from here extending southerly between Hyde 
Park avenue and Bourne street to Neponset avenue, and 
somewhat beyond. 

Plan 5. 

The work in Dorchester during the year was carried on 
by a small detail from the force upon a section which had 
been undergoing treatment for some time, and for which a 
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number of plans had been filed ; portions of it, however, still 
remaining incomplete, efforts were this year made to finish 
them. 

This territory is shown on three general plans, but the 
major part of it lying within the limits of Plan 5, it has for 
convenience been grouped for description under that head. 
It is located near the upper central portion of Dorchester, and 
consists of an area of about 200 acres, bounded approxi- 
mately by Seaver street, the Midland Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Talbot avenue and 
Franklin Park. Its character is of two-fold nature — one 
portion being already well developed, while another, bounded 
by Blue Hill avenue, Harvard street, Austin street and Can- 
terbury street, contains several large tracts for which, up to 
last year, no provisions for future growth had been made. 

The streets for this section, filed this year, embody the final 
portions of the proposed development, the initial features of 
which were shown in last year's work; the principal one 
being a proposed extension of Talbot avenue, at a width of 
60 feet, from the circle at the junction of Blue Hill avenue 
and Harvard street, northwesterly to Canterbury street, oppo- 
site the Canterbury entrance to Franklin Park, forming a fine 
drive from Ashmont and vicinity directly to the Park. The 
natural features of the land through which this proposed 
extension must run will not permit a straight line on 
account of the heavy cutting which would become necessary 
in order to obtain a satisfactory grade ; it therefore became 
imperative, in providing for this extension, that it should 
be done by a series of curves for its entire length (about 
1,250 feet), 

From Austin street, which forms the northeasterly bound- 
ary of what is known as the Austin Farm, and 200 feet 
southeast from Canterbury street (Savage street, No. 2081), 
has been projected 40 feet in width. 

This street will run northeasterly, parallel with Canter- 
bury street, crossing Talbot-avenue extension and termin- 
ating at Angell street. From Austin street, and 210 feet 
southeasterly from Savage street, a second 40-foot street, 
Gallagher street (No. 2092), will depart, and running par- 
allel with Savage street, will connect with Wires street near 
where the latter unites with Talbot-avenue extension. 

At a point in the southwesterly line of Talbot-avenue 
extension about midway between Blue Hill avenue and 
Canterbury street, Wires street (No. 2091) will depart at 
nearly right angles with same, and continuing southwesterly 
will intersect another new street (Gallagher street), where a 
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bend will be made, changing its direction to a northwesterly- 
one, in which it continues for the remainder of the distance, 
terminating with a connection with Canterbury street at 
nearly right angles. 

From Austin street, again, a third 40-foot street (No. 
1743, Sturtevant street) is projected to run in a north- 
easterly direction, crossing Talbot-avenue extension, beyond 
which, at a distance of about 150 feet, a curve is introduced, 
changing its direction, that it may run in a manner parallel 
with that way, and ending at nearly right angles with street 
No. 2081. 

Canterbury street is provided with a widening to 60 feet, 
the takings being shown, in the portion filed, upon the south- 
easterly side. 

The portion of Harvard street shown in this section is 
provided with a proposed widening to 50 feet; from Austin 
street to Blue Hill avenue it is placed upon the northwesterly 
side. 

The remainder of the territory, lying easterly from Blue 
Hill avenue, is well built upon, requiring few if any streets 
for its additional development. A large amount of valuable 
work was accomplished here during the year in determining 
the lines for the existing streets and providing proper grades 
for them. 

Harvard street, the only thoroughfare of importance in the 
territory, traversing it along its southern limits, is provided 
with a widening to 60 feet; from Blue Hill avenue to Abbot 
street the widening is shown upon the northwesterly side of 
the street; from Abbot street to Gleason street it is shown 
upon the southeasterly side ; and from Gleason street to the 
Midland Division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad it again appears upon the northwesterly side 
of the street. 

On July 22, 1904, a hearing was held under authority of 
chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on ter- 
ritory shown on Sections X 18, X 19, X 20, X 21, X 22, 
and X 23, and was in relation primarily to the substitution 
of Clay bourne street for a portion of street No. 230, and 
also for the introduction into the development of Dakota 
street from Greenbrier street to Washington street; Welles- 
ley park, from Melville avenue to Park street; Chalmers 
street, from Geneva avenue to Freeman street ; and the sub- 
stitution of Alpha road for street No. 284 and of a portion 
of street No. 238. 

The changes, so far as they concerned Claybourne street 
and Dakota street, were shown in green on X 18, and that 
section showing those changes was filed September 30, 1904. 
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On December 5, 1902, a hearing was held under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898 on 
territory shown on Section X 35, and was in relation to a 
relocation of Kingsdale-street extension (street No. 1643), 
slightly southeasterly from the location as shown. 

The changes were made in accordance with the petition, 
and the plan showing changes in green was filed January 
4, 1905.

Of the territory covered by the plans filed this year, the 
major part was in Brighton, where quite a force was sta- 
tioned from the opening of the season. This portion of the 
territory which has been under consideration is not an undi- 
vided one, but consists of several tracts located in different 
quarters of the district, aggregating an area of about 367 
acres. 

The results of the studies for the development of these sev- 
eral localities, and of the filed work upon them, are shown in 
several groups of plans filed, the first of which, consisting of 
three sections, O 24, O 35, and O 36, is located at what is 
locally known as Brighton village. O 24 shows a territory 
lying immediately east of Market street, with Sparhawk 
street dividing it about equally from northwest to southeast. 
Within this territory no new development is shown, it having 
previously been divided into streets and lots by private 
owners, which treatment has been embodied in the system 
presented, practically in its entirety. The other two sec- 
tions, O 35 and O 36, extend approximately from Rockland 
street on the east to Lake street on the west. Washington 
street traverses these sections near their upper limits, on a 
line almost due east and west, leaving the bulk of the terri- 
tory south of the street. As was said of O 24, so it may be 
said of these two sections, private interests had so subjected 
them to development that it leaves but little to be done to 
complete it. A few streets, however, are necessary, and one 
of them (No. 209) is projected to leave Washington street, 
opposite Parsons street, and run northwesterly, parallel with 
Eastbnm street to Mt. Vernon street, providing for Dighton 
street, across the end of which it is designed to run an 
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excellent and much needed outlet either to Mt. Vernon street 
or to Washington street. An extension at its full width 
(50 feet) of Dighton street to Chestnut Hill avenue is 
another suggestion for a greatly needed improvement. 

Chestnut Hill avenue is provided with a widening for its 
southwesterly side, increasing its width to 75 feet from 
Washington street to Dighton-street extension, while from 
here southwardly the width has been placed at 80 feet. 

Peaceable street is provided with a 10-foot widening, 
placed upon its southwesterly side, increasing its width to 
30 feet. 

On the southwesterly side of Mt. Vernon street is a pro- 
posed widening, increasing the width of the street to 40 feet. 

From Foster street, a 40-foot street (No. 1913) is shown 
projected to run northwesterly along the northerly boundary 
line of Rogers park to Lake street. From street No. 1913, 
at a distance of about 240 feet from Foster street, a 40-foot 
street (No. 1912) will connect with Washington street at a 
point nearly opposite Oakland street. 

Oakland street is shown widened to 40 feet, the widening 
being placed upon its westerly side. About 190 feet west of 
Oakland street a new street (No. 1911) will leave Washing- 
ton street, and running in a northwesterly direction, 
practically parallel with Oakland street, will terminate at 
street No. 1909. This latter street departs from Oakland 
street at a point about 400 feet north of Washington street. 
The street assumes a southwesterly course for a distance of 
about 250 feet (near where street No. 1911 connects with 
it), when a sharp curve is introduced, to soften the angle 
made on it, and to change its direction to a nearly southerly 
one, in which it continues until connection is made with 
Washington street about 220 feet west of street No. 1911. 

The second group of plans filed, F 81, F 99, F 100, O 1 
and O 2, represent almost the entire territory lying between 
Everett street, North Beacon street, Market street, and the 
Charles river, one section only (F 82) yet remaining to be 
filed. Within this area are included the Brighton Stock 
Yards, owned by the Boston &_ Albany Railroad Company, 
the works of the Sewall & Day Cordage Company, and 
many minor estates. 

As can be seen, a large part of this territory is devoted to 
mercantile and railroad purposes, and any development 
provided for it must be contingent on a change of conditions. 
The development for the remainder is a necessary provision 
for a natural and healthy growth in the immediate future. 
No thoroughfares of any magnitude are introduced, the 
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treatment consisting of the introduction of 40-foot streets of 
moderate length. 

The area shown in Sections O 1 and O 2 is divided east 
and west near its northerly limits by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. The principal street shown may perhaps be con- 
sidered as a suggestion for a thoroughfare, although its 
width has been fixed at 40 feet. It is shown as street No. 
2094, and forms a practical extension of Braintree street at 
its present grade (under Everett street), and runs parallel 
with and about 100 feet from the railroad, from Everett 
street to Market street. 

At a point about 100 feet northwesterly from Everett 
street a 40-foot street (No. 835) has been projected to leave 
street No. 2094, and running parallel with Everett street 
will end at street No. 807, which was shown in a section 
previously filed as an extension of Hichborn street. Two 
hundred feet northwesterly from street No. 835 has been 
placed another street of the same width (No. 806), designed 
to run parallel with street No. 835, beginning and ending in 
like manner; still farther northwesterly, about 220 feet from 
and parallel with street No. 806, is shown an extension of a 
street shown projected on a previous filing (No. 801) de- 
signed to run from North Beacon street to street No. 2094 ; 
the portion shown in the filing for this year is 40 feet wide 
and extends from the latter street to Hichborn street. From 
Hichborn street to street No. 2094 are shown two 40-foot 
ways, streets No. 805 and No. 837, parallel with each other, 
the first being a practical extension of Arthur street and the 
latter that of Herrick street. From the angle in Hichborn 
street a 40-foot street (No. 2095) is projected northwesterly 
to street No. 2094 ; the portion of Hichborn street leading 
northeasterly from North Beacon street, with this street 
(No. 2095) and with Dustin street, form a continuous way 
from Cambridge street to the street running parallel with the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

By means of street (No. 696), projected from North 
Beacon street about 250 feet west of Hichborn street, an ex- 
tension of Murdock street is effected in the same manner. 
Hichborn street is provided with an extension at its present 
width (30 feet), westerly, for about 100 feet (the extension 
being the lines of the present street projected) ; at this point 
the lines are so deflected that it may continue to Market 
street, with an increased width to 40 feet, and parallel with 
and 200 feet from the proposed line of widening of North 
Beacon street. 

Two hundred feet northeasterly from this proposed ex- 
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tension, street No. 807, another 40-foot street (No. 882) is 
projected from street No. 696, which will run parallel with 
it to Market street. 

Sections F 81, F 99, and F 100 have already been sub- 
jected to some development by private interests; those 
interests have been duly considered, and as far as practical 
the streets previously projected have been embodied in the 
system filed. 

The new ways shown are street No. 2101, which is located 
200 feet southeasterly from Antwerp street and will run 
parallel with it from Western avenue to Lincoln street; 
while 200 feet southwesterly from this street another way 
of the same width (street No. 2102) will connect the same 
two thoroughfares. These two streets divide the grounds 
of the Sewall & Day Cordage Company, longitudinally. 
Another 40-foot street, No. 2105, also runs through the 
property of the Cordage Company, and is projected from 
Antwerp street at a point opposite Dumas street, whence it 
runs southeasterly to Everett street, opposite Aldie street. 

From Waverly street, at the angle in same, an extension 
is shown running southeasterly at its present width to Litch- 
field street, opposite Dumas street. 

By these streets so connected a continuous way is formed, 
reaching from Market street, at its junction with Western 
avenue, to Everett street, and thence by Aldie street to 
Franklin street. 

From Litchfield street, about 180 feet northeasterly from 
Elba street, a 40-foot street (No. 2103) will run parallel 
with the latter to Antwerp street. From Western avenue, 
opposite Litchfield street, a 40-foot street (No. 1030) is pro- 
jected at right angles with the avenue to connect with the 
driveway on the Charles River Reservation. 

Portsmouth street and Waverly street are connected by 
the introduction of street No 2181, 40 feet wide, which will 
run parallel with and 210 feet from Waverly street. 

Three hundred feet southwesterly from this street, and 
parallel with it, another 40-foot way, street No. 2180, con- 
nects the same two streets. From street No. 2180, at a dis- 
tance of about 180 feet from Portsmouth street, a 40-foot 
street (No. 2179) is shown running parallel with the latter 
to street No. 2181. Still farther easterly, about 160 feet 
from this street, another short 40-foot street (No. 2182), 
running parallel with it, will connect the same two streets. 

A previous filing showed an extension of Lawrence place ; 
the present filing continues it to Portsmouth street, opposite 
street No. 2180. From Portsmouth street, about 160 feet 
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northerly from Lawrence place extension, a 40-foot way 
(street No. 1886) is shown projected to run northwesterly, 
and by means of a previous filing of a portion of the same 
street continue to Market street. School street is provided 
with a widening for the southerly side of the street, increasing 
its width from 25 feet to 30 feet. The portion of Waverly 
street running northwesterly from the angle, it is proposed 
to widen to 40 feet, the widening being placed upon the 
southeasterly side. 

Western avenue, from Riverdale street to Market street, 
will be made a uniform width of 60 feet by means of minor 
takings from either side. 

The third group of plans, showing proposed development 
for this district, seven in number, represent an area of about 
160 acres of land adjacent to the Charles River Reservation, 
and by it only separated from the river itself. The bulk of 
this territory is embraced within the triangle formed by the 
river reservation and two of the main thoroughfares of 
Brighton, North Harvard street and Western avenue. Its 
topography presents a somewhat flat appearance, portions of 
it being extremely low, at practically tide marsh level, and in 
its development the question of drainage must to a large 
extent be an important factor. 

Its frontage upon two of the principal highways and upon 
the Metropolitan Reservation, with the additional open area 
assured by the neighboring grounds of Harvard College, are 
advantages which cannot be overlooked as neutralizing to 
some extent its natural disadvantages. One of the principal 
ways devised for its treatment, and which largely constitutes 
a base from which other streets will depart, is street No. 2131 
(40 feet wide), which leaves Windom street, with which it 
forms an acute angle opposite Amboy street, and assuming a 
northeasterly direction continues to Western avenue; here 
a slight bend is made, giving the street a little more northerly 
inclination, which it follows to its termination, at Charles 
River Reservation. 

Another important way, both in length and location, is 
street No. 2129, which departs from North Harvard street. 
It is 40 feet in width, and is designed to run for a greater 
part of the way parallel with, and 225 feet from, the boundary 
line of the reservation, terminating at street No. 2139. 

The lots in the rear of those fronting upon this street will 
have an additional advantage in being permitted a frontage 
upon this parkway. 

Street No. 2139, mentioned as the terminus of the above- 
described street, begins at a point on street No. 2131, about 
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250 feet northeasterly from Windom street. It will be 40 
feet wide, and runs in a slightly northeasterly direction, the 
latter half of the street for some little distance coinciding 
with the northwesterly line of the property belonging to the 
Brookline Gas Company, and ending at Charles River Reser- 
vation, near Cambridge-street bridge. From the reservation, 
at a point about midway between North Harvard street and 
street No. 2131, another 40-foot street (No. 2130) departs 
and follows a southwesterly course until within a short dis- 
tance of Western avenue, when a curve is introduced, chang- 
ing its direction and admitting it to the avenue at right 
angles. 

From street No. 2139, at a point about 600 feet north- 
westerly from street No. 2129, another 40-foot street (No. 
2134) will divide this immediate territory laterally, running 
parallel with the last named street, and ending at Western 
avenue. 

The portion of Smith street leading from North Harvard 
street it is proposed to widen to 40 feet, the widening being 
placed upon the northeasterly side. The street is shown ex- 
tended in a direct line to street No. 2130 ; here a curve of 
considerable radius is introduced, changing its direction to a 
practically easterly one, nearly parallel with Western avenue, 
and at its point of termination, street No. 2131, it will be 
200 feet from the avenue. Stadium road (street No. 2125), 
which forms the southwesterly boundary of Soldiers' Field, 
is 200 feet from, and parallel with, Smith street. It is 
shown extended southeast of North Harvard street until it 
unites with the deflected portion of Smith street, just before 
reaching street No. 2130. About 350 feet northeast from 
Stadium road another 40-foot way (street No. 2126) is pro- 
jected from North Harvard street. The point of departure 
is directly opposite Soldiers' Field, and the street extends 
from here southeasterly to street No. 2131, opposite street 
No. 2127. 

From North Harvard street, about 225 feet northeast from 
this street, street No. 2128 is designed to run parallel with 
it, between the same two streets, while still farther north- 
easterly (about 250 feet) is shown located, between North 
Harvard street and street No 2131, a portion of another 
40-foot way, previously described as the street running parallel 
with the Metropolitan Park Reservation. 

The triangular piece of land formed by street No. 2131, 
the Metropolitan Park Reservation, with Western avenue 
for a base, is developed by the introduction of street No. 
2125, which departs from street No. 2131 at a point opposite 
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Stadium road extension; a northeasterly course is followed 
for the distance of about 100 feet, when an angle is made 
and its direction deflected to a more northerly one, in which 
it continues to its point of connection with street No. 2129. 
About 200 feet northwest of street No. 2125 is located street 
No. 2127, which it is intended to extend from street No. 2131 
and run parallel with the principal portion of street No. 2125, 
until reaching street No. 2129, when a bend is made, its 
direction being changed to a somewhat more northerly one, 
in which it will continue to the reservation. From this 
street (No. 2127), midway between street No. 2131 and 
street No. 2129, a short 40-foot street is introduced to run 
northeasterly, parallel with street No. 2131, and, ending at 
street No. 2129, will complete the proposed development for 
this immediate section. The territory lying just west of the 
Metropolitan Reservation, between Cambridge street and 
Western avenue, in addition to the streets which have already 
been mentioned is further developed by street No. 2138, 40 
feet wide, which leaves street No. 2131 at a point about 250 
feet northeast from street No. 2139, and will run in a north- 
easterly direction, ending at street No. 2129. Parallel with 
this street (No. 2138), and about 180 feet from it, another 
40-foot way (street No. 2137) is located; it is designed to 
run from street No. 2131, and will continue farther than the 
previous street, extending to the grounds of the reservation. 
The territory is still further developed by means of two 
more 40-foot streets of comparatively moderate length, 
parallel with each other and connecting street No. 2134 with 
street No. 2129. The first of these streets (No. 2136) 
is located 180 feet northwest of street No. 2137, and the 
second (street No. 2135), not quite as far removed, is of the 
same width and parallel with it 

One second hearing was given during the year, on July 
22, 1904, on Sections, F 78, F 79, F 80, F 81, F 82, F 99, 
F 100, G 47, G 48, G 49, G 52, G 53, G 54, G 55, G 65, 
G 66, G 67, G 68, G 69, G 70, G 71, G 72, G 73, G 74, 
G 75, G 76, G 85, G 86, G 87, G 88, G 89, G 90, G 91, 
G 92, G 93, G 94, G 95, G 96, N 7, N 8, N 9, N 10, O 1, 
and O 2, as to the location, direction, widths and grades 
for the territory bounded approximately by Cambridge street, 
North Beacon street, Market street and the Charles River. 

On July 31, 1903, a hearing was held under authority of 
chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on ter- 
ritory shown on sections numbered N 11 and N 30, and was 
in relation to the elimination of the proposed widening shown 
on Mechanics street, restoring it to its former condition. 
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The changes were made on Nil in accordance with the 
petition, and that plan refiled March 21, 1904.

About 115 acres of land lying within the limits of this 
plan, and situated in West Roxbury, have been surveyed 
during the year, and the result is shown on the several plans 
filed. These plans exhibit the completement of a develop- 
ment, a large part of which was represented in last year's 
filings ; they embrace several detached groups of territory, 
the first of which, consisting of about 68 acres, lies south of 
Walk Hill street, immediately opposite Forest Hills Ceme- 
tery, along the side of Bourne street, and Florence street to 
Neponset avenue. 

All of this territory lies within the drainage area of Stony 
Brook, which traverses the southwesterly portion, and which 
is an important factor to be considered in any treatment of 
the territory for its future development, and prevents, to a 
degree, an ideal one ; however, after consultations with as 
many of the owners of the large holdings as was possible, a 
system has been so arranged that it may be said to be fairly 
satisfactory to those most interested. It consists principally 
in the division of the larger estates into building blocks, by 
the introduction of 40-foot streets, which are provided with 
practicable grades and so arranged as to offer a proper depth 
for the lots. 

Three of these sections have Walk Hill street for their 
base. 

Previous filings had entirely surrounded this little patch 
of territory, so that it can readily be seen that any provision 
for it must be a continuation of a treatment already in- 
augurated. 
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Eldredge-road extension (street No. 1406) crosses Section 
Y 44 diagonally from northwest to southeast, and, entering 
Section Y 58, completes the filing for it. 

From Walk Hill street, a projected 40-foot street (No. 
1471) runs parallel with and 150 feet from the grounds of 
the Massachusetts Cremation Society, ending at Eldredge 
road. 

Patten street, portions of which had been previously filed, 
is shown extended, and terminates with a connection with 
street No. 1411. A second street (No. 1413) of the same 
width departs from the same thoroughfare and runs south- 
easterly to Bourne street. 

From street No. 1413 another 40-foot way (street No. 
1412) departs at a point midway between Eldredge road 
and Bourne street ; this street runs in a westerly direction 
parallel with Bourne street, and admirably divides the larger 
block lying between it and Eldredge road into desirable 
building blocks. 

Two hundred feet westerly from Catherine street is located 
street No. 1483, 40 feet wide, which runs from Florence 
street, parallel with Catherine street, to Bourne street. 
From the last described street (No. 1483), at a point about 
215 feet south of Bourne street, departs another 40-foot 
street (No. 1407), which runs in a southwesterly direction 
through the grounds of the Mt. Hope Home, crossing Flor- 
ence street and ending at Eldredge road, near the latter's 
junction with Nathan street. From street No. 1483 again 
departs another 40-foot street (No. 1408), running parallel 
with street No. 1407 to Florence street, where it connects 
with another portion which had previously been filed. 
Organ Park street (No. 1494), 35 feet in width, partly con- 
structed and partly developed, and Meyer street, 30 feet 
wide, existing in the same condition, and both having con- 
nections with Catherine street, were utilized as a part of the 
filed system ; Organ Park street is shown extended beyond the 
point to which it was projected by private interests, south- 
easterly, for about 75 feet, to street No. 1486. This latter 
street and another (No. 2083) of the same width (30 feet), 
which has been located 150 feet from it, are designed to 
divide the large tract of land belonging to the estate of 
Solomon S. Rowe et al., running southwesterly through it, 
from Bourne street to Neponset avenue. From street No. 
2083, at a point about 210 feet from Bourne street, a new 
street of the regulation width will depart, and, running about 
parallel with Bourne street, end at Neponset avenue opposite 
Peters street. 
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From Florence street, directly opposite Wyvern street, a 
new street (No. 1478) is projected 40 feet wide, to run 
southeasterly over and including an old 10-foot right of way, 
and a narrow court, 20 feet wide, called Grover street, to 
Neponset avenue, opposite street No. 1976. From Neponset 
avenue, opposite street No. 1974, departs street No. 1479, 
which will run northwesterly, about 180 feet from and paral- 
lel with street No. 1478, to Florence street, crossing the 
latter, and by the introduction of an angle will enter Hyde 
Park avenue at right angles. From Neponset avenue, oppo- 
site Jewett street, a connection is made with Florence street, 
by the introduction of street No. 1481, 40 feet in width, 
which will run northwesterly. An exceedingly short street 
(No. 2184), 30 feet in width, will also make connection 
between these two highways ; the street leaving Neponset 
avenue at a point opposite Folsoin street. A portion of a 40- 
foot street (No. 1491) designed to run along the northerly 
line of location of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, and sho wn in previous filings, is here shown extended, 
35 feet in width, in the same direction, forming a connection 
with Larch place (street No. 1493), and through and over it 
to Hyde Park avenue. 

Street No. 2060, 40 feet wide, is located at a distance of 
about 80 feet from Stony brook, and, running parallel with 
the latter, connects Florence street with Hyde Park avenue. 

From street No. 2060, street No. 1402 is projected to run 
northeasterly, parallel with Hyde Park avenue, into sections 
covering a portion previously filed. 

Neponset court (street No. 2088), although but a 20-foot 
way, it was deemed advisable to embody without change into 
the system. The way leaves Neponset avenue about midway 
between street No. 1478 and street No. 1486, and runs north- 
westerly to Stony brook, when its direction is so divei-ted 
that it may follow the line of the brook for a distance of 
about 80 feet, connecting with street No. 2089. This latter 
street leaves Meyer street at a point about midway between 
Catherine street and street No. 1486, and runs southwesterly 
from Meyer street to street No. 1478. From this street a 
short 40-foot street (No. 2090) departs at a distance of 
about 225 feet from Florence street, and runs parallel with 
the latter to Catherine street. No development is shown for 
the territory lying along the Hyde Park boundary line, as it 
was deemed inexpedient so to do without the co-operation of 
the authorities of that town. The streets already existing 
there have been embodied in this system. 

Ashland street is shown provided with a widening to 80 
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feet for its entire length, the takings being confined to the 
southwesterly side of the street. • 

It is proposed to widen Bourne street to 40 feet, the 
widenings being made about equally from either side. 

Florence street is shown with proposed widenings to 40 
feet, the widenings being made in the same manner. 

The portion of Walk Hill street shown in this year's filing 
is provided with a widening to 65 feet ; this portion of the 
street lies along the southwesterly side of the Forest Hills 
Cemetery, and it has been understood that whenever the 
widening shall be made the cemetery association will dedi- 
cate a strip of its land, 15 feet wide, which will bring the 
width of the thoroughfare to 80 feet, the width provided for 
the other portions previously filed.
